boon after Burr turned politician his 
wife s health began to fail, and at last a 
cancer was the result. He ashed advice 
ot the best physicians, but nothing could 
stop the progress of the disease. He 
thought at one time lie would leave Con¬ 
gress and wait upon her exclusively, but 
she desired him not to do so.

Shortly after leaving the Senate, Burr 
was electedjto the State Legislature. He 
continued in this office two years, (1797 
and 1798,) though he seemed absorbed 
in law and speculation most of the time.

vorce. A man never divorces his wife if 
she has borne him sons. 

Tartars. —-The husband may pnt away 
his partner and seek another whenever it 
pleases him, and his wife may do the 
same. If she be ill-treated, she complains 
to the magistrate, who, attended by some 
of the principal people, accompanies her 
to the house and pronounces a formal 
divorce. 

Chinese.— Divorces are allowed in 
cases of criminality, mutual dislike, jeal¬ 
ousy, incompatibility of temper or too 
much loquacity on the part of the wife. 
The husband cannot sell liis wife until 
she leaves him and becomes a slave to 
him by action of law for desertion. A 
son is bound to divorce his wife if she 
displeases his parents. 

Circassians. —Two kinds of divorce 
are granted in Circassia, one total, the 
other provisional. When the first is al¬ 
lowed, the parties can immediately marry 
again; where the second exists, the 
couple agree to separate for a year, and 
if, at the expiration of that time, the 
husband does not send for his wife, her 
relations may compel him to a total di¬ 
vorce. 

Grecians. —A settlement was usually 
given to the wife at marriage for her 
support in case of a divorce. The 'wife’s 
portion was then restored to her, and the 
husband required to pay monthly interest 
for the use during the time he detained 
it from her. Usually the men could put 
their wivos away on slight occasion. 
Even the fear of having too large a fam¬ 
ily sufficed. Divorces scarcely ever occur 
in modern Greece. 

Hindoos. —Either party, for a alight 
cause, may leave and marry again where 
both desire it; there is not the least trou¬ 
ble. If a man calls bis wife “mother,” 
it is considered indelioate to live with 
her again. Among the tribe of “Garos,” 
if the wife be unfaithful, the husband 
oannot obtain a divorce unless he gives 
her all the property and the children. A 
woman, on the contrary, may leave when 
she pleases, marry an other man, and 
convey to him the entire property of her 
former husband. 

Romans. —In olden times a man might 
divorce his wife if she were unfaithful, 


While holding th 

spread reports in regard to his conduct, 
which caused a duel between them. No 
one was injured. In the spring of 1799 
he was again candidate for re-election in 
the Assembly on the Republican ticket; 
butbefore the election occurred the secret 
of a trick he played upon both Houses, 
came out. The result was that he lost 
his election and did great injury to the 
Republican cause. In 1800, the year 
for choosing Presidential electors, it be¬ 
came evident that tbe state of New York 
would decide'the “contest in the Union,” 
and that the ritv of New York would 
decide the contest in the State. Both 
parties were busy all the time, before the 
election, Burr and Hamilton being the 
head leaders in each party. The errors 
of the Federalists assisted Burr and his 
friends about as much as any thing. A 
secret caucus was called by Hamilton to 
prepare a list of representatives for the 
city of New York in the State - Legisla¬ 
ture, “who were to choose the electors of 
President and Vice-President. He fixed 
upon a list” of his own friends, who had 
not much power in the city. Burr im¬ 
mediately obtained one of these lists and 
read it over. In a moment the means of 
carrying the city flashed on his mind; “ho 
proceeded forthwith to execute the 
scheme.” His plan Avas to prepare a list 
of the most influential men in tho city 
as candidates for Assembly. The men 
at last decided upon were George Clinton, 
long the Governor of this State; General 
Horatio Gates, the conqueror of Bur- 
goyne; Samuel Osgood, a man who Lad 
been a member of Congress, and Wash¬ 
ington’s Postmaster-General; Brocholst 
Livingston, a very eminent lawyer, and 
afterwards judge of the Supreme Court 
of the United States ; John Swart wont, 
a great friend of Aaron Burr, and seven 
others of less importance. The next 
thing to do was to induce these men to 
stand. Nino of them did so. Judge 
Livingston said he would serve if Clinton, 
and Gates would. General Gates at last 
said he would if Clinton would. No trou¬ 
ble wouldnowbe feared if they could on¬ 
ly get Clini on to stand ; but he Avas the 
hardest of them all. Committees, sub¬ 
committees and individuals used argu¬ 
ment after argument, for three days, but 
always unavailing. The last meeting 

own residence, in Avhich the Governor 
said he had rather not be a candidate, 
but it they urged it he Avould not ob¬ 
ject. The ticket uoav was made and ac¬ 
cepted. It alarmed the Fedei*alists and 
gave hope and life to the Republicans. 
The polls opened on tho morning of 
Anvil 99tli, 1800, and closed at sunset 
May 2d. Soon after they closed, the 
news was brought to Alex. Hamilton and 
A. Burr that the city of New York had 
490 majority. On the 6th of November 
the members of tbe Legislature in New 
York “proceeded to the choice of electors 
for President and Vice-President. Tho 
vote stood in the Senate,Republicans, 19, 
Federalists, 24 ; in the Assembly, Re¬ 
publicans, 64 ; Federalists 39. Thus tho 
Republicans had a majority of 19. A 
President and Vice-President had now 
to be chosen by the electors. For Pre¬ 
sident, Thomas Jefferson Avas the only 
name mentioned. For Vice-President 
there were several competitors. Tho 
friends of Aaron Burr thought that as 
he bad gained 29 A*oten between the sec¬ 
ond and third Presidential elections, bo 
might have enough votes at this time 
to make him President or Vice-Presi¬ 
dent. So a Republican caucus Avas held 
for the purpose of nominating a Vice- 
President. Aaron Burr was nominated 
About the middle of December “tho 
leaders of both parties knew Iioav tho 
election had gone.” On the Republican 
side Jefferson had 73 votes, Burr 73 ; on 
the Federal, •Adams 65, Pinckney 64, 
Jay 1. The Avholc number of electoral 
votes Avas 108, “necessary to a choice, 
70.” The Constitution of the United 
* States at that time says: “Tho person 
having the greatest number of votes shall 
be President, if such number be a major¬ 
ity of'the whole number of electors ap¬ 
pointed ; and if there bo more than one 
who have such majority and have rtx 
equal number of votes, then the House of 
Representatives shall immediately choose 
by ballot one of them for President.” 
So in this case, as there were two per¬ 
sons who had received a majority and

The Clothe3-Koth.

This destructive little creature is, per¬ 
haps, the most insidious enemy our Avard- 
robe and textile fabi’ics ha\ r e to contend 
with, and careful housewives are always 
on the alert to thwart its destructive ef¬ 
forts at spoliation. To meet our adver¬ 
saries, however, it is Avell to know some¬ 
thing of their habits and nature. 

Tt. is not tbe moth that »« the udual 
cause of mischief, but the caterpillar of 
the moth, which, as soon as it quits the 
egg deposited by the mother moth in 
some appropriate fabric, begins’to collect 
materials to form its nest. For this pur¬ 
pose, having first spun a thin coating of 
silk provided by itself, it cuts filaments 
of wool or fur close to the thread of the 
cloth, and applies the pieces to the out¬ 
side of its case, to which em r elope it 
tenaciously confines itself, unless greatly 
disturbed. 

When feeding, it thrusts its head out 
at either end of the case, in which it can 
turn ; but when inclined to change its 
position on the cloth, it protrudes its 
head and about half its body, and by fix¬ 
ing its hinder legs firmly in the case 
drags the latter after it. When the case 
becomes too small, it collects the mater¬ 
ial from around it, and makes an addi¬ 
tion at each end. The fact lias been as¬ 
certained by observant naturalists remov¬ 
ing the creature from cloth of one color 
to another, Avhen the hues of the addition 
are plainly observable. 

After changing into a chrysalis, it re¬ 
mains quiescent for about three weeks, 
when a small moth of silvery gray color 
comes forth. We dcem’these particulars 
very essential, as it Avill be seen that in 
the first place the moth has to find a fit¬ 
ting receptacle for its eggs, then that the 
eggs have to lie for a certain time before 
they are developed into tho maggot form, 
and afterward into that of the chrysalis, 
Avhen it finally becomes a moth. 

There are very many remedies given. 
Cutting# of Russian leather have proved 
protective; and a distinguished fly-fisher, 
Avho once suffered greatly from this moth 
getting among his store of feathered lures, 
has found, by the introduction of a small 

piece of tallow candle into his cases, that

of a rich dark orange color. While hot 
sift it through a corn-go rievo. Season 
only as much as you are needing for the 
day. For one large pio—one egg, one 
tablespoonful of molasses, four table¬ 
spoonfuls of oondensod milk, and enough 
of new milk to make it as thin as you 
Avish, or if you have it half milk and half 
cream, instead of condensed milk ; sugar 
and spice to suit the taste. Bake till a 
a clear rich brown, do not blister or 
scorch. 

Pumpkin Puksera'es.—C ut a nice ripe 
pumpkin into pieoes a third of an inch 
thick, paring them. Take equal Aveight 
in white sugar. Allow the juice of one 
lemon to a pound of pumpkin. Let the 
pumpkin remain in a pan with the sugar 
and juice all night. In the morning put 
into a preserving kettle, cooking until 
perfectly clear. Be sure to skim well. 
Then add lemon-peel cut in pieces small 
as marbles. Take out and strain the 
syrup through a jelly hag, and pour over 
the pumpkin. 

How jto Preserve Vegetable Mar¬ 
rows.— Peel the marrows, take away the 
seeds, cut the vegetables into small pieces 
To every pound of marrow add half a 
pound of sifted loaf sugar, the rind and 
juice of a lemon, half an ounce of grated 
ginger. Put these into a basin and let

The West is ever-receding, like the 
North. It is not vory long since Mass¬ 
achusetts men called a railroad, which 
begins forty four miles west of Boston 
the Western. After the Revolution, the 
first West was New York, beyond the 
Dutch on the Mohawk. Then it was the 
the ‘Western Reserve,” about Cleveland. 
Next it was Indiana, the Illinois. When 
the Erie Canal opened in 1825, it was 
Michigan, next Wisconsin and Iowa. 
Slavery agitations revealed another West 
in Missouri, Texas and Kansas. But all 
these wests, if rolled iuto one, are smaller 
than the newest West which we owe to 
the trans-contiriental railroad. This 
West stretches from torrid to frigid zones 
having California in its ocean center, and 
Nebraska as its counterpart on the Mis¬ 
souri. The Route of the Union Pacific 
road was pre-determined by population 
having long gravitated irresistibly to 
that latitude, and that that route was 
wisely chosen is further shown by the 
Nebraska population having doubled in 
the last four years, while that along its 
Burlington branch has increased stillfast- 
er. 

But the meaning of the west has al¬ 
ways been one, whatever the changes in 
its locality. It always meant cheap land 
Therefore it now begins at the Missouri 
because east of that river no land in de¬ 
sirable climates remains open to home¬ 
steader or pre-emptor. 

Nebraska is then the threshold of the 
West. ThereUiiclc Sax?, is still rich 
enough to give us all a farm, and the 
Burlington and Missouri River Railroad 
offers its grant on terms which many 
settlers prefer to the free grants of the 
United States.

News of the Week. 


To Whom it may Concern: 

I, the undersigned, do hereby 
make known to all men, this, my 
Proclamation : o 


Fourteen German beer sellers were 
summoned before the District Court, in 
Worcester, Massachusetts, on Thursday; 
some of them for the third time. Six of 
them were fined $100 and costs, sentenced 
to the house of correction for six months 
and ordered t» find bail in the sum of 
$1,000 each, not to violate the law for 
one year. They all appealed and found 
the bail ordered. 

The Midland Railroad Company has 
made Middletown the terminus of the 
eastern and middle divisions, and will 
locate the principal machine shops there. 

A New York Herald dispatch from 
London reports important changes in the 
British Cabinet. Marquis of Ripon and 
Messrs. ChilderB and Baxter resign. Mr. 
Gladstone, in addition to the premiership, 
assumes chancellorship of the Exchequer. 
Mr. Lowe succeeds to the Home office. ( 
Mr. Bruce is to be made a peer and will 
replace Marquis of Ripon as president 
of the council, and John Bright comes 
into the Cabinet as chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster. 

At a gathering of farmers’ clubB at 
Winchester, Scott county, S. M. Smith, 
secretaiy of the State Farmers’ Associa¬ 
tion, made a speech in which he used very 
intemperate language, saying that day 
would come, if there was no other way 
left, if the farmers were swindled and 
hood-winked as they had been, that he 
and his boys and thousand of other farm¬ 
ers, and their boys would have to ride 
some of these villians out of the State 
capitols on rails, and that many a tree 
in broad America would bear human 
fruit. He thought a remedy could be 
found, but if a remedy could not be found, 
anarchy and bloodshed might follow. 

In Brighton, Tennessee, on Monday, 
three white men discovered a negro sleep¬ 
ing near a well which he was digging. 
For fun they saturated his clothes with 
turpentine and set them on fire. The 
negro awakening, ran shrieking for help 
but was burned to death. 

A melancholy disaster occurred on the 
Potomac river on Fi’iday. The steamer 
Wawasset, running between Washington 
and Curriman, took fire at the Chatalon 
Landing. Details give the number 
drowned at seventy, all women and chil¬ 
dren. The whole number of passengers 
was one hundred and seventeen. The 
origin of the fire has not been discover¬ 
ed. 

On Saturday a fire occured in Portland, 
Maine, by which three steamships, the 
Montreal, Dirigo and Carlotta, were 
burned. An elevator on the docks and 
forty thousand bushels of oars and corn, 
also a numder of buildings and goods on 
the Atlantic, docks. The loss is estima-

drowned at the Portland five, two men, 
two women and a girl. 

By the terms of the purchase of the 
Tigress, now searching for tho Polaris, 
tho government pays its owners $60,000 
for the vessel, with the privilege of repur¬ 
chasing for $40,000. 

In the lato fight between the Pawnees 
and Sioux, the Sioux killed ali of the 
squaws and children, dashing the chil¬ 
dren’s brains out against the ground. 
The loss of the Sioux was thirty warriors 
killed. United States troops from Fort j 
McPherson have driven the Sioux back 
to their reservation. 

The Brooklyn Trust Company has re¬ 
opened for business. 

Governor Dix has vetoed the new 
State Prison bill for the reason that there 
is now a new State Capitol in progress. 

Reports of the harvest in the south of 
France show the crops to be only mid¬ 
dling. The wheat crop is very light and 
prices have advanced. The mills are now 
using foreign wheat. The mills are pun 
with great difficulty in consequence of 
the drowth. 

Previous to the surrender of Valencia 
the republicans had concentrated 10,000 
troops around the city. The insurgent 
leaders, failing to obtain full pardon for 
themselves, fled in the night. The loss 
in killed and wounded on both sides 
amounts to live hundred.

Rev. Mr. Munger has delivered two 
discourses on Natural Theology, and will 
deliver more. We are glad he is doing 
so. He is calling the congregation into a 
new train of thought and reflection. As 
a general thing there are too few ideas 
thrown out from our pulpits, and as a 
consequence society is too barren in ideas. 
Natural Theology opens a wide field of 
investigation, and it is remarkable that 
so few enter that field. If we would 
read God as depicted in the universe, we 
would have enlarged views of his power 
and goodness. The positions that the El¬ 
der takes are generally sound. lie enters 

hut very little into disputed points, as 
for instance,matter, whether it was eter¬ 
nal or created out of nothing. He how¬ 
ever, remarked that God was not physi¬ 
cal form like unto man, he was a spirit 
and therefore was not necessarily material. 
If God was personal and eternal, we 
should naturally infer that matter always 
existed, for according to our observation, 
one kind of matter is dependent on other 
matter for sustenance and support. So 
far as we are able to learn spirit always 
manifests itself through matter. It may 
exist independent of matter, perhaps, and 
if it does how can we get any knowledge 
of it 1 Human thoughts are only express 
ed and manifested through matter; then 
why may not other spirits do the same ? 
Spirit and matter are not the same, but 
they are closely allied together like unto 
oxygen and hydrogen,which form water. 
In the Elder’s discourse last Sabbath even¬ 
ing, he denounced modern spiritualism 
as a system of vagaries. We presume 
spiritualists will not lie offended at this, 
for it is quite common for persons to see 
vagaries in other peoples’ religious beliefs. 
Calvinism and Arminianism hold each 
other to he vagaries. He also said that 
in modem spirit communication there 
was no authority. Spiritualists admit 
this, and they further admit that a spirit 
communication may be a tissue of false¬ 
hoods. Those who oppose spiritualism 
should understand that spiritualists do 
not believe these spirit communicators to 
be infallible, and that tho tipping of ta¬ 
bles belong to the lowest order of Bpirit 
communications. In the higher order ot 
spirit communicators they believe similar 
to the orthodox, that it is an operation 
of mind upon mind—by illumination,ex¬ 
halation or cessations of bodily functions, 
as in tho case of William Tennant. 
This is the way the scriptures were giv-

Independent —Dear Sir : The 
brief interval before the train time, when 
I saw you on Friday last, allowed no op¬ 
portunity to explain the special object of 
my call, which was to promote the or¬ 
ganization, in Mexico, of a Local Visit¬ 
ing Committee for visiting the County 
Poor House and Lunatic Asylum in your 
vicinity, auxiliary to the State Charities 
Aid Association of New York. 

This Association is seeking to promote, 
in whatever way it can, through the 
agency of such Committees, the benefit 
of our public institution* of charity, of 
their inmates, and of our general system 
of public charity. 

Such a Committee was successfully or¬ 
ganized in Oswego, for visiting the Poor 
House and Jail in that city, and it is de¬ 
sired, both by ourselves and the Oswego 
Committee, to complete the work in the 
county by tlie formation of a similar 
Committee in Mexico, either as inde¬ 
pendent or as a separate Committee in 
the Oswego Association. 

These Visiting Committees are now 
iucreasing quite rapidly through the 
State, there being a very ready and gen¬ 
eral interest manifested in the pro¬ 
posed work by tho community gen¬ 
erally, and not loss by the officials in 
charge. Especially does the latter state¬ 
ment hold true in Oswego city and coun¬ 
ty, where such effective measures havo 
already been taken in the direction of 
improvement and reform, the keepers 
of the institutions at Mexico cordially 
expressing their readiness to aid such a 
Committee all in their power, should one 
he organized in Mexico. 

The visits made to the above institu¬ 
tions were most gratifying, not only on 
account of the wonderful cleanliness and 
order, visible to their remotest corners, 
and known from outside testimony to be 
their uniform condition, or of other ar¬ 
rangements and regulations for warmth, 
heat, ventilation and personal cleanliness, 
but also by reason of results attained 
hero in the direction of certain reforms 
which our Association is laboring to ef¬ 
fect.

of treatment; and still another, in the 
disappearance of tho -idle, able-bodied 
pauper, that infests many similar estab¬ 
lishment*. One cause of the latter con¬ 
dition, it was pleasant to learn, is due to 
the enlightened views and philanthropic 
spirit of the Superintendents, who take 
pains to encourage, by judicious counsel 
and assistance, in nil coming under their 
care, a spirit of independence and self- 
respect, prompting to every effort on their 
part to avoid a condition of dependence. 
Another mean* resorted to here, as well 
os elsewhere, to free the county from the 
incubus of able-bodied pauperism, is the 
shipping of vagrants to some point out 
of the county limits ; tho expense thus 
incurred, I was told by one of the Super¬ 
intendents, amounting sometimes to 
$2,000 in a year. Just hero is needed 
one of our hoped-for reforms, to be 
brought about through an enlightened, 
active public sentiment, that shall de¬ 
mand it, which is the erection of a suf¬ 
ficient number of Work Housed in the ' 
State, at proper localities, for the accom¬ 
modation of the army of “tramps,” where 
they can. rest from their travels at the 
public expense, and be required to earn 
their own living, until they acquire tho 
ability and disposition to do this volun¬ 
tarily. 

The duties of a Visiting Committee 
will, of course, bo much reduced in the 
direction of reform whore such institu¬ 
tions as yours exist; but whenever the 
poor are found, and under whatever cir¬ 
cumstances, there is always tho oppor¬ 
tunity for a kindly interest, which it so 
much brightens the life ot tho sick and 
suffering, to receive from the outside 
world, reminding them that they are not 
wholly isolated therefrom.

It uses a straight needle, which occupies 
precisely the same distance from the 
shuttle without adjusting, whether coarse 
or fine, and is so protected that the shut¬ 
tle cannot strike it. It has a positive 
four motion feed in one piece, without 
the use of springs. It runs so easy that 
a single thread of No. 8 cotton can be 
used, for a belt.
